1. The drawings were received on June 30, 2005. These drawings are accepted. 

2. The substitute specification filed February 26, 2006 has been entered. 

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. It is not clear where the elements of the device or claim 1-3 begin and therefore 
what constitutes the automatic chemical analyzer. For examination purposes the "in which said 
analyzer is provided with" has been treated as 'said analyzer comprising' by the examiner. For 
claims 1-3 and 14 it is not clear if the judgment that the state of the apparatus has changed is 
limited to the probe washing mechanism or includes the vessel washing mechanism (10) as 
found in the instant specification (page 10, line 21-25). It is not clear if applicant is claiming a 
control means that is operable to control the analyzer as set forth in the judgment functional 
language of the independent claims, but it appears that is the case. Additionally, it is not clear 
what sequence of steps or determinations involving the washing means allows for a 
determination that the state of the washing means has changed. Does the measurement process 
include multiple measurements of the same sample in a particular order that includes use of the 
washing means that are compared or are results from different samples that are compared to 
make the contamination judgment? Are the measurements to make the judgment based on actual 
samples or some standard sample? For examination purposes the claims are being treated as 
having no limitation to the washing mechanism that is being judged. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The changes to the claims made it clear that there is no 
control means to perform the functional language found in the claims and there is no connection 
between the steps or process used to determine contamination and the washing means for which 
the judgment of contamination is being made. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
